At first sight, and 
considering the advantages offered BO 
near home, this may seem but a srnal 
record, but it must be remembered thai 
business of all sorts han suffered from 
dull times, and that schools of this 
grade necessarily and largely share ii 
the general depression. It is biife to 
predict for Mount St. Mary's Academy 
a prosperous future.
